The Monte San 
Michele 
was a 
ship of 6500 tons gross register and 
carried a crew of forty-five 
men, 
signed on in Italy. 
She was built 
in 1919 and was originally known 
as the W ar Odyssey. 
Cases ol ships being lost at sea 
have become so numerous during 
the last four or five months that 
the marine insurance agencies here 
are instituting investigations into 
the circumstances of those “disast­ 
ers.” 
The most suspicious eircucstan- 
ces attending many recent, sinkings 
the underwriters declare have been 
their almost unfailing occurrence 
within sale reach 
of land. 
In 
underwriting circles it has become 
a common remark that never have 
so many lost ships 
been 
known 
with so little loss 
of 
life. 
The 
Spanish and Portuguese coasts and 
the Mediterranean have 
been the 
scenes of the majority 
of recent 
deathless sinkings. 
Another curious 
fact noted by 
the underwriters is the 
frequency 
of losses .of ships and cargoes, just 
three or four days before the expir­ 
ation of insurance policies on high 
war-time valuations. 
These valua­ 
tions were made when 
shipping 
was in great demand for war-time 
or the flourishing post-bellum traf­ 
fic, and, consequently, was at the 
peak of the long-sustained 
high 
markets. With the coming of world 
trade depression however, shipping 
values took a corresponding slump 
and the underwriters refused 
to 
continue the assumption of risks at 
artificially high caluations. 
It was shortly after the inaugur­ 
ation of this policy insurance men 
say that the wave 
of 
mysterious 
losses began. 
In many cases 
the 
explanation of the captain of a lost 
ship has been, “Sunk by striking a 
mine,” but this explanation now is 
failing to saisfy the underwriters, 
who have the adm iralty’s assurance 
that very few live mines are jeop­ 
ardizing the sea lane 
alter 
the 
sweeping operations recently con­ 
cluded.

could be reached.

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FARMERS AND THE FEDERAL RE­ 
SERVE BOARD. 
John Skelton Williams unquestion­ 
ably one of the ablest men in*public 
life in this country, thinks that one 
of the things that congress ought to 
do is to make the secretary of agricul­ 
ture, ex officio, a member of the fed­ 
eral reserve hoard, with authority to 
deputize the assistant secretary of ag­ 
riculture to represent him at meetings 
of the board which he may be unable 
to attend. 
Mr. 
Williams 
made this 
suggestion in the course of *111 address 
which he delivered 
before 
the Peo­ 
ple’s Reconstruction League at Wash­ 
ington on April 15. 
This address was 
in the main a vigorous attack upon the 
federal reserve board for the manner 
in which it has carried out its defla­ 
tion policies, which, it appears, was 
vigorously opposed by Mr. William*:, 
who thinks that the federal reserve 
system, in theory, conception and pur­ 
pose, is “as near perfection as the hu­ 
man mind can produce,” but that it is 
badly handicapped at present by what 
the former comptroller of the cur­ 
rency described as “bureaumania.” 
Two main reasons are advanced by 
Mr. Williams in support of his plan to 
have the 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
made ex officio a member of the fed­ 
eral reserve board. 
He contends in 
the first place that the experience of 
recent months, when the agricultural 
interests have been hit harder than 
any other as a result of the deflation' 
policy which has been 
pursued, has 
shown that these 
interests— “quiet, 
generally steady, inarticulate, scatter­ 
ed an 
unorganized 
and 
sometimes 
wasting strength and losing cause jjy 
misdirected 
outbreak 
and 
protest 
vainly vehement”— have not had the 
power or the consideration to which 
they were legitimately 
entitled. 
He 
argues further that at last “the cities 
have been taught by strokes of adver­ 
sity that they cannot fatten and thrive 
while there is starvation and poverty 
on the farms” and that “therefore, the 
presence of a direct representative of 
the farming people 
in the 
superior 
council of the rtation’s financial man­ 
agement 
would 
be in exact accord 
with the trend of present-day political 
philosophy and economic doctrine.” 
A proposal of this character coming 
from a man of Mr. W illiams’ knowl­ 
edge and ability and experience must 
command respect. 
It is a proposition, 
moreover, which on its face is reason­ 
able and just. 
The present adminis­ 
tration is not likely to welcome advice 
from Mr. Williams but if the farmers 
of the country, irrespective of political 
alignment, are well advised, they will 
get in behind this idea of his and in­ 
sist that congress 
take 
the 
action 
which he urges. 
Other interests, of 
all kinds, are organized and repre­ 
sented at Washington. 
Unless they are looked out for in the 
way Mr. Williams proposes they are 
bound to be at a disadvantage in such 
financial crises as that through which 
we have been passing. 
It is not good 
for the country that this, should be the 
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RIGHT AS TO RUSSIAN TRADE. 
The position of the Harding admin­ 
istration on resuming trade relations 


with Russia under present conditions 
in that country, aud the reasons given 
for taking and maintaining that posi- \ 
tion, should satisfy everybody who is 
open to conviction on matters of pub­ 
lic concern. 
Of course, there are many who are 
not open to conviction on any subject 
once their minds have been made up. 
These do not 
care 
what 
Secretary 
Hughes ,or anybody 
else 
may say 
about the present economic condition 
of Russia and her ability to trade with 
us, and they will continue to insist as 
vehemently as ever that this country 
ought to resume relations with Russia 
at once. 
But 
these 
cranks are in a 
minority, even when we add to their 
number the American pro-Bolsh*evists 
who favor recognition of Red Russia 
because Lenine wants recognition, and 
they may be disregarded. 
For the rest of us Mr. Hughes* pub­ 
lished reasons 
are 
quite 
adequate. 
Some thought that the Wilson admin­ 
istration might be making a mistake in 
adhering so ' p e r s i s t e n t l y to a Russian 
policy which it had established in the 
early days of the Soviet regime and 
which perhaps might not be suited to 
present conditions in Russia. 
Secre­ 
tary Hughes’ adoption of the Wilson 
policy in toto is sufficient proof that 
the economic situation in Russia has 
not -changed in such a way as to re­ 
quire a revision of our attitude. 
The 
facts about Russia 
set forth by Mr. 
Hughes are a vindication by the new 
administration of the notes of Mr. Col­ 
by, on Russia, which were subjected 
to some criticism at the time they were 
published. 
The Hughes statements 
ought to 
end 
the 
matter 
except 
for 
the 
professional 
agitators. 
There 
were 
some Americans who hesitated to ac­ 
cept absolutely what the Wilson ad­ 
ministration told them about the sit­ 
uation in Russia. 
Perhaps they felt 
that the Wilson administration’s view 
might be 
prejudiced, 
due to reluct­ 
ance to confess the error of a policy 
long persisted in. 
But now the Hard­ 
ing administration tells us exactly the 
same things about 
the 
situation in 
Russia that the Wilson administration 
told us; and certainly the Harding ad­ 
ministration would not go out of its 
way. to prove that the Wilson admin­ 
istration was right.
